. The qualiications for mem-
hership in any club of the party
In this State, and for voting in
a primary  shall be as follows:
The applicant for nembership or
voter, shall be 21 vears of uge, or
shall become so before the sue
cecling general election, and he
a white Democrat. He shall be a
citizen of the United States and of
this state. No person shall  he-
long to any club or vote in any
primary unless he has resided in
the State two years and the coun-
Iy 8ix months prior to the suc-
cectding  general election and in °
the club district §0 days prior to
the first primary  following his
offer 1o enroll:  Provided, That
publls school teachers wnd min-
leters of the gospel in charge of
a regular organized church shaill
be exempt from the provisions of
this section. as to reslience, If
otherwise qualified,

It might he well to refer to the pen-
altiee for fraudulent enrollment as
provided In section 370 of the eriminal
vode:

“Any person who shall
fraudulently procure the regis-
tration of a name .or names on
the party registration lists or the
rolls, in violation of the party
ruleg or otherwise * ® » ¢ & op
who shall aid, counsel or abet
another in so dnins. either as Lo
eald fraudulent registration or
safd fraudulent attempts to vote,
chall be deemed gullty of a mis-
demeanor and on conviction shall
be punished by a fine of not less
than $109 nor more than $500, or
be imprisoned for a term of not
less than 80 nor more than 90

' days, or both, at the dlserel.lon of
the court.”

Thus it will be seen that the ma-
chinery for absolutely honest elect-
tions has been provided by the State
convention and by the General As-
sembly. It remains for the voters to
cheerfully acquiesce In these rules
and thus insure that no crookedness
can be charged to the primary this
year. Honest men should be willing
to abide the result of honest elections:
others should be made to do so.

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NAMES (il" THI: ORIGINAL STATES

It will no doubt surprise most of
ue to realize, when our attention is
called to it, how little we know of the
origin of such famillar names as those
of the thirteen original colonies that
declared their independence of Great
Britain and fought the war of Am-
erican liberty more than & century
apd one third ago. The following
article contains zome facts that wi!l
doubtless prove new to many:

New Hampshire was named from
Hampshire, England, from which
counlry many of the early settlers

l(uucliﬁéutts was 2o called from
the Indlan wcf:t meaning Great. Hills
Place, probably from the heights of
land near Boston.

Rhode Island was called Rhode Eye-
landt by the Dutch because of the red
cranberriee which covered the largest
island In Narraganeett Bay.

Connecticut was crlied Quoneckta-
cut by the Indians, meaning Long Ri-
ver, and the seltlers applied it to the
colony.

New York, firat) called Naw Nather-
lands by the Dutch, was changed in
honor of James, Duke of York, to
whom his brother, Charles I1 gave
large grants in the colony.

New Jergey was named for Sir Geo,
Carteret, Governor of the Isiand of
Jersey. It was originally called Nova
Cacserea, *‘Now Caesar.

Pennsylvania, meaning Pannl
woodland from the Latin.sylvania and
Willlam Penn.

Delaware was named from Lord de
In Warr, one of the early proprictors.

Maryland after Henrietta Marla, the
Queen of Charles 1 of England, at the
request of the King o~ the proprie-
tors.

Virginia, named after Siizabeth, the

Virgin Queen of England.

North and South Carelina, original-
ly Carolina after Charles Ix (Caro-
us) of France.

Georgin, nemed after Georga IT of
England, who chartered it as a colo-
ny in 1732.—The Columbia Record.
